Those  attending  the  programs  and  conferences  come  back  being 
spiritually  revived  and  with  many  new  ideas  ,  also,  those  memories  will  remain  with  them  through- 
out life. 

The  Wesley  Fellowship  with  the  Methodist  Church  and  other  churches  of  the  community  are  at 
work  on  the  campus  and  in  the  community.  The  purpose  is  to  help  provide  the  spiritual,  moral, 
and  social  needs  of  our  students  on  the  campus  and  to  train  the  students  to  be  better  leaders  in  the 
community  and  to  take  an  active  part  wherever  they  may  be.
